A 11 current LAA members and 

potential members please take note: 
As of January 1, 2009 any new member 
of the LAA must register as an Associate 
Member, whether you are an artist or 
an art supporter and friend of the LAA. 

Any Associate Member who wishes 
to make a membership category move 
to become an Associate Artist Member 
must be accepted into four (4) different 
exhibitions within a two (2) year period 
before applying for the change in status. 

All current Associate Artist Members 
are “grandfathered” into their current 
membership status as long as their dues 
are current. Any current Associate 
Artist Member who does not keep his 
or her membership up-to-date will lose 
Associate Artist Member status, and will 
have to satisfy the criteria to reapply. 

This change in policy was introduced 
by APEC and voted on by the Board of 
Directors in recognition of the need to 
maintain the honor of our original artist 
founders, the reputation of the LAA in 
the competitive world of fine art and art 
collecting today, and the quality of the 
work displayed on the LAAs walls. 

The LAA will be mailing Membership 
Renewal Notices to all current Associate 
Artist Members throughout the year, 
as reminders that their memberships 
should remain up-to-date to protect 
their present status as Associate Artist 
Members.

“It is a wonderful honor to belong to an association with such a history and with 
so much meaning for us as artists. I personally can really relate to the Florence 
Griswold Impressionists. I aspire to take something from all of them; hopefully, 
making me a better painter. This is a very welcoming place, ’ says Sirrine. 

Bachs works, whether in acrylics or watercolors, are masterful studies in detail 
and control. His marine scenes accentuate dune grass blades, the last light dancing 
on tidal ripples, the quietude of trusted boats, the separate feathers on wings of an 
egrets takeoff, or the weathered rumples of fishermens trousers. No point in his 
environmental visions escapes his brush; nor does the light which he deftly uses to 
secure the mood for his viewers. He says he uses the entire spectrum on his palette, 
including black. 

Bach is a member of many professional arts organizations, including signature 
member of the American Society of Marine Artists, National Oil and Acrylic 
Painters Society, fellow of the American Artists Professional League, the Hudson 
Valley Art Association and the Salmagundi Club of New York (hes served on the 
Boards of Directors of the latter two). His works are in private, corporate and 
museum collections, including the Florence Griswold Museum in Old Lyme. 

Sirrine loves to explore the CT shoreline and islands. His oils tend to be first 
and foremost about the light, land and water of southeastern CT; giving broad 
brushstroke power to the juxtaposition of sunsets on darkened shores, of oranges 
on bluish greens, of broad skies silhouetting single, wind-knarled trees. These 
dramatic contrasts invite the viewer to partake of the same inner calm on canvas 
that Sirrine captures in his own soul as he paints. His palette is limited to cobalt 
blue, ultramarine blue, the cadmiums red, orange and yellow, alizarin crimson, the 
umbers, sienna and white. 

Sirrine has studied in Michigan, Minnesota, Italy and France and has traveled in 
India. He is also a member of many professional arts organizations, including the 
American Artists Professional League, the Hudson Valley Art Association, the Mystic 
Arts Center, and the Salmagundi Club of New York (also serving on the Board). 

Both Bach and Sirrine are often ready to be volunteers themselves for the LAA; 
especially as expert hangers and welcomers on Opening nights. The LAA is proud to 
announce these newest Elected Artists.

“The Creative Process” Lecture Series 
Was Exciting; Well Attended 

A series of Winter Gallery Talks involving chats with Elected 
Artist members on such diverse topics as an international 
artists artistic journey around the world, a personal view of 
the New England landscape and the 21st century Bronze Age 
(sculpture) concluded on February 26th with a panel discussion 
featuring two veteran Elected Artists, Jennifer Holmes and 
Catherine Elliott. They were joined by two newly Elected Artists, 
Del-Bouree Bach and Dennis Sirrine, for a lively discussion of 
plein air and studio painting. Each artist passed on much about 
their inspirations, techniques and "any other subjects that came to 
mind in the course” of pursuing their passion. 

On January 22nd Christopher Zhang initiated the series by 
presenting a slide show and discussing his experiences traveling 
the world with paint box, looking lor inspiration. Zhang, a 
noted international artist, began his career in his native China. 

He has painted in Tibet and in North America. He shared with 
his audience the thrill of his most recent painting expedition to 
Bulgaria and the Balkans of Eastern Europe. 

LAA President, Katherine Simmons, demonstrated her pastel 
and painting techniques on January 29th, in a program she called 
“A Personal View of the New England Landscape.” "My goal,” said 
Simmons, “is to capture my sense of the scene before me rather 
than provide a literal rendering of what I see. And, by leaving some 
things left unsaid, I invite you to bring your own thoughts and 
responses to the painting.” 

Simmons was followed, on February 12th, by sculptor Rosemary 
Gurpide. She explained the intricacies of creating a bronze 
sculpture from start to finish, with demonstrations of works in each 
stage of the process. “My first love was portraiture. I am fascinated 
by the uniqueness of each face,” said Gurpide. “As I continued

to work I came to realize that the entire body is a portrait, at times 
more expressive than the face.” 

The artist talks were very well attended. They were held informally 
and the audience was encouraged to ask questions. Examples of each 
artists work were on display and refreshments were served to those 
who came to listen. 

“These lectures have been packed with information. Artists and 
art enthusiasts alike have enjoyed them,” explained Director, Anna 
Grenier. “Our members love to hear and see how other artists create 
work. LAA is grateful to the artists that donate their time to us and 
share their own unique artistic processes. I think we will try such a 
lecture series again.”

The 
unpredictable nature of weather and changing 
light conditions makes it very helpful to have 
uncomplicated working methods. We will 
work with a simple setup of primary colors 
and small panels. You will be encouraged to 
determine a solid compositional idea before 
applying paint, and to continue with that 
idea for the duration. An exciting aspect 
of painting on-site is that it is ok to do a 
"sketchier” painting; in fact, this is often 
necessary since some of the most beautiful 
and interesting light effects last for shorter 
time periods. Mr. Dunlap will demonstrate 
how to effectively set up a composition, apply 
paint, and mix color in order to get the most 
out of your time painting outside.
